Some twenty-two of, these 
men, unable to get their wheat into 
either of the pool elevators, both be¬ 
ing filled to capacity, and with but a 
small number of cars available, hat-v 
organized a co-operative hauling 
scheme, and will deliver their grain 
by auto truck to the pool elevator on 
tlie Canadian National at Ardenode, 
a distance of some sixty miles. The 
trucks deliver a car load of grain 
each trip, and each day the haul is 
made, for a different man of the 
group. It is an undertaking that cer¬ 
tainly created comment, and -if pur¬ 
sued .will to a considerable degree 
lessen the total of grain handled at 
this point. The C. 1‘. R has taken 
cognizance of the circumstance, and 
the answer of the division officials is 
interesting, and the argument of 
figures must command consideration. 
Up to Saturday night, November 24th 
150,000 bushels more wheat were 
shipped from Vulcan from the begin¬ 
ning of the crop year on August 1st 
than was the case’ last year. From 
August 1st to November 1st there 
w’ere 458 carloads shipped. In the 
past seven days 79 carloads have 
been shipped. Grain shipments from 
Vulcan to date, November 24, total 
747,000 bushels of this year's crop. 
Vulcan has shipped more grain by far 
this season than any other point on 
the Aldersyde branch. Elevator ca¬ 
pacity at Vulcan is 715,000 bushels, 
and on Saturday night there were 
663,964 bushels in store in the eleva¬ 
tors. Whether or not this will alter 
the circumstances to any degree, the 
statistics given are important in 
maintaining the record of Vul?5Hl as 
the chief of shipping points.

LEARN ABOUT WOMEN 

Women played an increasingly im¬ 
portant part in the recent elections in 
United States, but they are still an 
-uncertain quantity. It was found that 
most middle aged women were more 
apt to follow the political beliefs of 
their father, rather than their hus¬ 
band. The younger women on the 
other hand were tied by no prejudice 
and voted as they saw fit. While 
Mr. Hoover’s women campaigners in 
one town were sending out aluminum 
thimbles with “Hoover, Home and 
Happiness” on them, Mr. Smith’s 
aides were serving tea to neighbor¬ 
hood groups of ten women. They al¬ 
so distributed tea strainers with 
“Smith” on them. Over 10,000 wom- 
en,in St. Louis were treated to an af¬ 
ternoon tea by .Smithites. The great 
middle class of middleaged club wo¬ 
men who maintained churches, chau 
tauquas, etc., voted Hoover. On the 
other hand Smith appealed to factory 
workers, and to all who loved an ap¬ 
pealing picturesque life history. One 
lesson learned by politicians was that 
women must be provided with a 
“moral issue.” They do not warm up 
to economics. One great difference 
in the sexes has been noticed. Wom¬ 
en are a little more credulous in be¬ 
lieving what they want to believe, a 
little more righteous in doing wrong 
to bring about right. They are not 
necessarily more unscrupulous than 
men, but they make their uhscrupu- 
lousness appear more virtuous.

Priviliges 
to this colony of Hutterites mean the 
sales of large tracts of land on all 
sides, and these too, will want their 
special schools as do the Hutterites. 
If it is true that there are over twen¬ 
ty children from eleven families who 
are too young to come as far as Pin- 
cher to school, surely one or two 
adults could supervise the transpor¬ 
tation. The truth of the matter must' 
be that the Hutterites do not wish to 
have their children out of their col¬ 
ony. It is time they recognized that 
Pincher Creek and the surrounding 
district have but one set of rules, one 
code of ethics and these are for ev¬ 
erybody. The Hutterites may be 
thrifty to a fault, till the soil until 
every vestige of good is taken from 
it, but what do they give in return, 
either in mercantile, social or relig¬ 
ious community life. The answer is 1 
practically nothing. Their properties 
ar e valuable assets and the. taxes can 
not be isolated. No British subject 
would be granted special privileges—’ 
or ask it. It is deplorable that the 
Department of Education in not tak 
ing a stand, should show such a lack 
of foresight, British perception and 
ordinary backbone.—Pincher Creek 
Echo. 


IMMIGRATION 


A new suggestion on the vexing 
question of immigration and the 
large sums involved comes in a reso¬ 
lution from the Camrose Federal C. 
A.: "Whereas large sums are being 
spent on immigration schemes which 
are largely futile, while Canada is 
losing her native population largely 
through economic causes and preven¬ 
table mortality—be it resolved that 
h portion of that money expended, be 
used in the etxension of such health 
activities as will make impossible the 
appalling and disgraceful child and 
mother mortality rate in the Domin¬ 
ion. That the same aid be extended 
to Canadians by the Canadian Gov¬ 
ernment as is now extended by the 
British Government to the British im 
migrant boys.” 


CALGARY POWER PREFERENCE 


The recent issue of $2,500,000 6 
per cent, preference shares of Cal¬ 
gary Power Company was taken up 
almost immediately, and not only did 
it disappear from the wholesale de¬ 
partment of the underwriters, but 
dealers’ shelves, are clear, and late 
comers found difficulty, it is reported 
in getting their requirements filled. 
Calgary Power, though a strong and 
very important factor in supplying 
the power ne^ds of Alberta, has not 
been so much in the eye of Eastern 
Canada as International Utilities, 
which has been subjected to consider¬ 
able trading on the Toronto Stock 
Exchange, but a similar market may 
be expected soon to be developed for 
Calgary Power. These two compan¬ 
ies divide Alberta between them, to 
all intents and purposes, the Calgary 
Power Company with Calgary as its 
centre, and International Utilities 
with Edmonton as its chief operating 
centre. Within the last two years 
not less than 104 villages, towns and 
cities have taken their Jight and 
power under franchise agreements 
from these two concerns.—Toronto 
Globe. 


THE LAYMAN’S VIEWPOINT 

A comment has been made by a 
Layman who attended a recent-Teach 
ers’ convention- He noticijd .’that 
nine-tenths of the time was taken up 
with the discussion of better methods 
of imparting instruction, and one- 
tenth to the betterment of the teach¬ 
ers as a class. Most teachers are 
more interested in their profession 
than the salary they make. For the 
good of the state, teachers should be 
put on the same basis as civil ser¬ 
vants as regards superannuation. A 
teachet who remaihs in the profes¬ 
sion does so because its fascination 
and power in the community is recog 
nized rather than with any prospect 
of attaining wealth. Another feature 
noticed by this middle-aged observer 
was that it must be much more in¬ 
teresting to go to school in these mod 
ern days, than in the ancient times 
when facts were hurled out to be 
memorized or not. Till recent years 
there was no attempt to bring real 
life into the school.

WESTERN INFLUENCE 

| In the October “Caduceus” publish¬ 
ed by the staff of the Canadian Bank 
j of Commerce, C.H. MacMillan of the 
branch at Vulcan, Alta., gives a 
j close intimate picture »>f the opera- 
! tion of the Combine-Harvesters in 
[ his district. He describes the “swath 
er” which was devised to get over 
| the difficulty presented by the fact 
that “the grain must be dead ripe 
before it is fit to be handled in the 
new way.” He reports that in his 
district “either of the two methods, 
straight combining or swathing and 
combining, reduces a remarkable de¬ 
gree the cost of harvesting grain. 
The cost of binder twine and the 
wages of stookers are eliminated as 
I well as the cost of hauling the bun¬ 
dles fro mthe stpoks to the threshing 
machine under the old method.” He 
gives local prices for labor and for 
binder twine arid for threshing and 
shows how these are either reduced 
or eliminated. Taking this along 
with the fact that the majority of far 
mets in his districWnow rise compact 
powerful little tractors, “much more 
foolproof than they were” a few 
years ago he concludes that the new 
methods appear to be most successful 
The truck has also displaced the old- 
fashioned grain tank drawn by team 
of horses. Power-harvesting and 
power-farming generally have “come 
to stay. This intimate view by Mr. 
MacMillan represents what is going 
on in every part of Western Canada 
near railroads and gives in a nutshell 
the conditions which are making for 
prosperity in the West for companies 
making farm implements, tractors, 
trucks, gasoline and in other ways 
aiding the farmer in his all import¬ 
ant search for methods to lower the 
cost of producing and marketing his 
wheat. It has its effect on the stock 
market in market valuations of Mas- 
sey-Harris, Cockshutt and Interna¬ 
tional Harvester.—Toronto Globe. 


LIFE OF DICKENS 


Much excitement has been created 
in England and amongst all Dicken’s 
addicts, by the publication of a book 
by Carl Roberts called “This Side 
Idolatry.” This is a novelized bio¬ 
graphy of Dicken’s life, to which his 
adorers take exception. He reveals 
some very seamy episodes, and criti¬ 
cisms range all the way from a de¬ 
termined effort to suppress 1 it, to the 
claim that it is neither adulation nor 
muck raking. It is difficult however, 
to undermine the accuracy of 
much of his material. At points 
where the author has been most bit¬ 
terly denounced, he has retaliated by 
producing extracts from Dicken’s 
own letters to verify his statements. 
Another great weakness of the Dick¬ 
en’s supported is that much of the 
great writer’s correspondence has 
been suppressed and concealed leav¬ 
ing critics to surmise the worst. TheJ 
final verdict on the book seems to be 
that it is a careful and conscientious 
piece of work, quite undeserving of 
the great abuse it has received. Most 
of the novel or biography centres 
round his Dicken’s attitude toward 
his wife. Much drama • is centred 
round his hostility toward her after 
she has borne him ten children and 
his desire to get rid of her and fol¬ 
low after strange goddesses

In the numerous criticisms of the 
school curriculum, one complaint 
frequently heard is that no regular 
time is provided for practise in pub¬ 
lic speaking. Any experience which 
may be gained in this most neces¬ 
sary art, must be snatched from an 
already too full program. 

Perhaps the remark most frequent 
ly heard from adults, which has a 
direct ’ bearing on the educational 
training of high school year’s is this 
“I wish I had had some experience in 
speaking when I was young.’’ 

Youth ia_ the time in which to 
leam“ to rise and remark ” And 
while dissenters may argue that al¬ 
ready we are cursed with'too much 
j speaking, yet what they really mean 
j is that there are too many people 
trying to speak without the ability 
| to get their ideas over concisely and 
effectively. Too much loose incoher¬ 
ent talk on the part of people who 
have not been trained to express 
themselves within a time limit and 
to the point. 

! And to reduce on our output of 
rambling talkers, nothing can be of 
j more service than training in debate 
and in three minute speeches With 
a debater every minute, every word 
counts, every idea must be put over 
without ambiguity. His mind must 
be prepared. He must be alert and 
without self consciousness. All this 
i brought by training. Similarly in 
the short time speech, he learns to 
economize in words, to condense the 
. maximum of ideas in a minimum of 
. , phrases, without vain repetition. 
This is the requirement of the pre¬ 
sent day. 

Throughout the entire life of any 
! individual, occasions rise when he 
wishes to present his arguments 
forcefully and concisely. And how 
often we hear people deploring, “I 
had it in my head, but you Jcnow I 
am no speaker ” 

This is the humiliating handicap 
of most of us adults, and while we 
may fail to see much lasting value 
in some of the work demanded of 
high school students, the public one 
and all, realizes the benefit to be 
gained by frequent practise in pub¬ 
lic speaking. 

The high school teachers and stu¬ 
dents are to be commended for em¬ 
phasizing debating and speech mak- 
'• ing in their weekly programs. Long 
after triangles and formulae are 
buried in oblivion, these preliminary 
platform efforts will be bearing 
fruit. ,

Dr. Carpenter of the Technical 
School, Calgary, in a recent address 
on our educational system, gave a 
wealth of information on that sub¬ 
ject. He said: 

“The status of a people depends up¬ 
on the efficiency of its educational 
system.” Contrast the development 
of North America versus South 
America, Canada versus Mexico, Mas 
sachusetts versus the Carolinas, and 
the results of efficiency will be real¬ 
ized. 

Those countries which have invest¬ 
ed in good educational system are 
sound in economic matters and pro¬ 
gression. In our own province, it is 
argued at times that educational 
costs are excessive. But when it is 
considered that the capital wealth of 
Alberta is over two billion, and the 
per capita wealth $3,459 and that we 
are spending $80 per pupil per year 
out of a wealth of two billion, it does 
not seem too much. Every fourth 
person in Alberta is attending school. 

As a startling example of relative 
expenditures, figures showed that in 
United States in 1921, 75c was spent 
on the church, $1.50 on the school, 
$4.50 on government, making a total 
of $6.75 and there was against this 
$8.25 spent on crime. If a greater 
proportion had been spent in educa¬ 
tion and religion, there wouldn’t have 
been the high expense for crime sup¬ 
pression. While the total sum spent 
for education was one billion, the 
sum spent for face powder was three 
quarter of a billion, and other luxur¬ 
ies in startling proportion. Yet edu¬ 
cation is the fundamental of civilized 
life. 

In tracing the history of education 
from ancient 1 days, Dr. Carpenter 
mentioned the old civilizations of 
Greece and Rome where freemen de¬ 
veloped their latent powers in philoso 
phy art, etc., leaving all manual lab¬ 
ors to the slaves. These civilizations 
crumbled. The Hebrews on the other 
hand, standing high though they did 
in the fine arts, also decreed that ev¬ 
ery boy should learn a trade. No la¬ 
bor was considered menial. And the 
Hebrews have persisted throughout 
the ages, have risen to great heights 
amongst all peoples With the com¬ 
ing of Darwin, sprang the impulse tp 
study things as they are. This was 
the commencement of modern science 
which has steadily grown in human 
interest, until today science is intro¬ 
duced on every course. The great 
scientists, Huxley, Spencer, Geekie 
and others, opened the way for the 
great industrialists, Faraday, Edison, 
Westinghouse, Bell, Wright, Marconi, 
Ford. 

Today we are in the Great Machine 
Age, and are witnesses to the eman 
cipation of the masses who live like 
Kings as compared with fifty years 
ago. More attention is being paid 
now to education and its practical 
bearing on life. How much does it 
help in actual living. The country 
has passed the first stage of explora¬ 
tion, and is in a period of reconstruc¬ 
tion, when everything must be torn 
down to meet new conditions. 

Education too, must be revolution¬ 
ized. The older countries of Britain, 
France and Germany are realizing 
this and are adapting their education 
to modern needs. Ontario and Que¬ 
bec are following along more practi¬ 
cal lines. Alberta must not fall be¬ 
hind. The schools as we have them, 
cater too much to one type of stud¬ 
ent, the “bookish” type, without suf¬ 
ficient provision for those who have 
little aptitqde- in this line, but may 
nevertheless be “specialists” in some 
undiscovered practical line. 

The school is the great hub of de¬ 
mocracy and should fit every need. 
The Calgary School of Technology 
serves in a measure to meet the sit¬ 
uation. It develops latent unexpect¬ 
ed gifts. It functions for 450 day- 
pupils, 650 night pupils and 300 cor¬ 
respondence pupils. Classes are held 
in study of combustion engine, elec¬ 
tricity, steam, millinery and dress¬ 
making. Half the time is spent in 
shop work, half in classes. It fills a 
great need in modem machine life 
and is one step ahead in fitting edu¬ 
cational life to modem requirements. 
Technical education is practical edu¬ 
cation. The great existing fault of 
education is that is is a s yet, too 
theoretical. 

SULPHUR FOR RUST 

The Reward wheat claims still an¬ 
other victory. It has been found at 
government farms in Ottawa, that 
the ability of this wheat to cope 
with rust is better than most any oth¬ 
er of the common wheat varieties. 
The grain also of Reward is found to 
be large and plump. Sulphur dust¬ 
ing experiments conducted during the 
past summer, have proved the effec¬ 
tiveness of this method of ceral rust 
control. A field trial inducted in 
Manitoba, using a horse drawn dus¬ 
ter, brought the farmer $11.87 an 
acre from the operation by increasing 
the yield and improving the grade of 
the dusted crop. 

NAME ELEVATORS • 

The idea has been suggested that 
the elevators of the Alberta Wheat 
Pool be nam'ed instead of numbered, 
choosing the names preferably of 
those who have been prominent in 
the founding and promotion of the 
Pool. It will be no easy task for the 
Board to name three hundred or more 
babies all at once, but the idea is a 
good one perpetuating the memories 
of the father’s of these husky child- 
i ren.

Attention has again been attracted 
to Alberta as the result of the high 
awafds secured at the Toronto Royal 
Agricultural Fair^ by entries in both 
grain and livestock classes exhibited 
from this province. Herman Trelle 
of Wembley who has four Interna¬ 
tional Championships to his credit 
has won first prize and championship 
in wheat and similar awards in field 
peas in competition with entries 
from all parts of the Dominion. Sev¬ 
enth prize in <the spring wheat class 
was won by Robert Cochrane of 
Grand Prairie and tenth by P. J. 
Rock of Morrin. In the oats class, 
Mr. Trelle carried off second prize 
Nels Linden of Wetaskiwin third, J. 
H.B. Smith of Wolf Creek fourth, 
Hans Mayer of Vegreville seventh 
and P. J. Rock eleventh. Second 
prize in field peas comes to Percy Clu 
bine of Wembley and fourth prize in 
barley to Norman Pack Leduc. 

Alberta livestock entries have also 
made a creditable showing in the 
classes which have been judged up 
to the present time. The Provincial 
Department of Agriculture won third 
and fourth in the Clydesdale gelding 
class while in the Holstein" ring the 
C.P.R. Farm at Strathmore won sec¬ 
ond for two-year old bull, third for ■ 
yearling bull, third for bull calf and 
third for Holstein heifer. Awards 
won by the same farm in Hampshire 
sheep include second for yaerling ram 
third for flock, fourth for ram lamb 
and fourth for pen of four lambs.

The total declared ex¬ 
ports from the Calgary district for 
this period in 1927 were valued at 
$496,745 and in the same months of 
1928 goods to the declared value of 
$645,674 were exported. The princi«- 
pal increase was in the exports of: 
cattle. During July, August and 
September, 1927, 3,480 head of cat¬ 
tle valued at $166,993 reached the 
American markets while in the cor- | 
responding months of 1928 a total of 
6,579 head of cattle valued at $312,- 
416 were exported. The chief ex¬ 
ports from the Calgary consular dis¬ 
trict were: cattle, number 5,579, Val¬ 
ue $312,416; fodders and feeds, 3,875 
tons, value $116,481; wool in grease 
21.3,952 pounds, value $51,767; lum¬ 
ber 901,149 feet, value $32,260. From j 
the Edmonton consular district the 
principal exports were fish, 1,685,222 ! 
pounds, falue $193,918; meat, 930,870 | 
pounds, value $165,530; furs, number 
30,104, value $142,860; cattle, num- j 
her 941, value $60,725. A marked de 
crease is shown in the exports from 
the Lethbridge consular district, for 
which reduced shipments of hogs to 
United States markets are responsi¬ 
ble. This district exported goods to 
the declared value of $492,268, the ■ 
principal items being petroleum, flour 
sugar and coal

The Dominion Grain Research La¬ 
boratory of the Board of Grain Com¬ 
missioners, gives excellent report of 
the milling and bhking quality of the 
1928 wheat crops. The moisture con¬ 
tent of all grades is much lower than 
last year, and to date very little 
tough and damp grain has appeared 
The weight per bushel is greater 
than last year; protein content is 
higher, and the quality of protein 
superior. The baking quality of the 
flour from eacfh grade is decidedly 
superior to last year. 

There were very rowdy scenes in a 
motion picture theatre in Lanark¬ 
shire, England, >when films were 
shown and addresses . given on the 
golden opportunities in Canada.* The 
addresses given on training unem¬ 
ployed youths as Canadian farm work 
ers were also unpopular. The meet¬ 
ing which was organized under the 
ministry of Labor, broke up in disor¬ 
der. Some of the interrupters were 
men who had returned from Cana¬ 
dian harvest fields. Perhaps they 
didn’t like us. 

It was announced during the past 
week by Hon. George Headley, Minis¬ 
ter -Of Agriculture, and Hon. R. G. 
Reid, Provincial Treasurer and Minis¬ 
ter of Municipal Affairs, that the ad¬ 
ministration of the Seed Grain and 
Relief Act, the Debt Adjustment Act 
and th,. Live Stock Encouragement 
Act have been transferred from the 
jurisdiction of the Department of 
Agriculture to’ the Municipal Affairs. 
These changes haye hern made * in 
line with the Provincial Government’s 
policy of coordinating inspection 
work with a yjtqv to giving greater 
efficiency, preventing overlapping 
and effecting economy. As the mat¬ 
ters, mentioned above have to do with 
the Collection of money, it is felt that 
the Work will he more effectively and 
conventiently dealt with by the Mun¬ 
icipal Affairs Dept.
